William Bry an t o f Zan esv ille, Ohio , 
met his death in Big Blu e riv er, n ear 
Bin e Riv er Park, 
which is lo cated 
ab o u t a q u arter o f a mile west o f 
Mo rristo wn . 
Bry an t 
wen t to the 
camp o f the lo cal Eagles’ lo dge y es­ 
terday to sp en d the day an d he was 
dro wn ed while in swimmin g. He had 
b een emp lo y ed here fo r so me time b y 
the Adams Co n stru ctio n Co mp an y o f 
Zan esv ille as a b rick lay er. 
Altho u gh Bry an t’s death will al­ 
way s b e called a dro wn in g b ecau se he 
wen t u n der while in the water 
an d 
was 
ap p aren tly 
seized 
with 
the 
cramp s, p hy sician s 
who 
ex amin ed 
his b o dy b eliev e that was n o t the di­ 
rect cau se o f his death. Do cto rs say 
that it is highly p ro b ab le that he had 
b u rsted a b lo o d v essel after he had 
the cramp s. 
Blo o d flo wer! fro m Bry ­ 
an t's mo u th after he was taken o u t 
o f the water an d effo rts were made to 
rev iv e his resp iratio n . 
The fact that Bry an t’s b o dy was 
in the water o n ly a few min u tes after 
he was seen to go do wn an d after he 
had callb d fo r help , led do cto rs who 
ex amin ed his b o dy to su sp ect that

Lowell Henley and Hamil Henley 
have constructed a gliding machine 
20 feet long and 5 feet high whitm 
may b e classed as the a-b -e of the 
aeroplane, says the Carthage Citizen. 
■These young men ex pect to inau­ 
gurate a sport that is new to Car­ 
thage in general. 
The ideas and 
plans for this machine were pro­ 
cured from the Popular Mechanics 
magazine. The “thing” is propelled b y 
gravity only. To make the glide, the 
glider is first taken to the top of a 
hill free from ob struction, then the 
operator gets in b etween two hori­ 
zontal arms sticks and lifts the m a­ 
chine until it is well np under his 
arms—ab out the same position as a 
small b oy trying to reach an 
ice 
cream soda from 
a high 
counter. 
Then 
he 
runs a

distance 
against the wind and leaps from the 
ground. If the weight of the b ody is 
in premier position, a good flight is1 as 
sured.

Calvin X. Kendall, 
superintendent of the city’s pub lic 
schools, took the question of the leg­ 
ality of such practices to Mr. Great­ 
house. 
The fact that such appli­ 
cants for admission to high schools 
are less than 21 years old does not 
change the complex ion of the cases, 
according to Mr. Ilonan.

Workers, the Police Had More Than 


They Could Handle, and the W a r­ 


wickshire Yeomanry Were Called on 


to Clear the Street, Many Being 


Wounded in the Melee. 


Liv erpool, Aug. 14. — Sunday after­ 
noon the lab or unrest here culminat­ 
ed when the streets were turned 
into a b attlefield. 
The thoroughfares 
were crowded in all directions from 
St. George’s hall, outside of which 
100,000 transport workers had gath­ 
ered for a demonstration. 
The crowd 
was excited from the b eginning, b ut 
ev ery thing went well until a resolu­ 
tion to fight to the b itter end was car­ 
ried. 
And then a comparativ ely tri­ 
fling incident started an affray . 
The police remov ed sev eral b oys 
from a window sill upon which they 
had perched. The act of the police in­ 
furiated the crowd, which b egan to 
attack them "with b elts, b ottles and 
stones. There was terrib le confusion. 
The police reserv es were called out 
and an attempt was made to clear the 
streets in the v icinity of the hall. 
A 
detachment of Birmingham police b e­ 
came hemmed in and in short order 
their truncheons were wrested from 
them and turned upon them b y the 
crowd. By degrees the police cleared 
Lime street and dispersed the crowds 
surrounding the speakers on the plat­ 
forms. But the .fighting continued for 
some time. 
Many were knocked down and had 
their skulls cracked. 
Very soon the 
whole area was in a state of panic. 
Mounted police were rushed to the 
scene, w'feieh then todk on the likeness 
of a b attlefield. Men b espattered with 
b lood lay unconscious on the pav e­ 
ments. A magistrate arriv ed and read 
the riot act. After that the Warwick­ 
shire y eomanry came on the doub le 
quick and soon the streets were clear­ 
ed of all b ut the wounded, who were 
remov ed to hospitals in amb ulances.

Sic utterances respecting the initiativ e, 
a*ferendum and recall and div ers and 
m m dry other ingenious dev ices for re- 
jfiziag the millennium by the ready 
m d simple method of v oting ft out of 
¿sa present state of incubation. 
They 
direct our attention 
to the clouds tly- 
Jag abov e the far western horizon upon 
which the flaming finder of the Ore­ 
gon sun has tra< ed in radiant and 
opalescent 
tints glowing 
pathways, 
aMuing minarets, stately tern; l:v s 
and 
« sstles and palaces, pinnacles of g- Id 


and cav es of purple, and they tell us 
that these Are the v isible signs which 
mark the exact location of the new 
and

Jerusalem, 
where the wicked office in lders cease 
from troubling and the weary v oters 
do all the work. 
“They bid us join them in an airy 
pilgrimage to this scene of pure delight 
and assure us that here, high abov e 
selfish and mundane things, is the land 
‘flowing with milk and honey,’ where 
ev ery bird is a songster, where the ex­ 
quisite flowers of political purity are 
in perpetual bloom, where ‘ev ery pros­ 
pect pleases’ and only the standpatter 
is v ile, where all the laws are perfect 
and corruption and wickedness are for 
gotten legends. 
“ A good many people,” Senator Suth 
erland added, “are accepting the inv i­ 
tation without taking the precaution 
to secure return tickets.” 
Calls Them Balloonatics. 
Senator Sutherland described the ad­ 
v ocates of these newfangled ideas also 
as “balloonatics,” who are earning all 
gas and no ballast. 
Senator Suther­

sion of the times, and we are eagerly 
looking forw ard to the day when we 
shall fly through the air without the 
encumbrance of a gasoline tank, draw­ 
ing propulsiv e power as we go from 
the electric wav es which fill the uni­ 
v erse w ith the mysterious energy of 
their rise and fall. 
Too Many New Fads. 
“It is not strange that in the uni­ 
v ersal fev er of haste gov ernment itself 
should be swept by this mad spirit of 
impatience, which has giv en rise to 
the new apostle of reform, whose de­ 
mand is that we shall abandon the 
methodical habits of the past and go 
careering 
after 
nov el 
and 
untried 
things. The speed limit has been tak 
en off, the ‘Stop, Look and Listen' 
signs remov ed, and the importunate 
cry is, ‘Full speed ahead, get some­ 
where else than where you a re —it m at­ 
ters not where—only in God’s name let 
it be quickly.’ ” 
Senator Sutherland declared that the 
new fads in gov ernment were too 
many ev en to count. 
Ev ery self con 
stituted reformer was bringing a fa ­ 
v orite patch to the quilting bee, and 
when the work was finally completed 
our scheme of gov ernment, he predict­ 
ed, would be as bizarre as the old 
fashioned quilt that grandmother use» ] 
to make. 
“ It is high time,” said Senator Suth­ 
erland, “for a reaction to that ancient 
but discredited common sense which 
thinks before it acts instead of re­ 
penting afterw ard.”

ENATOR BOURNE later replied 
to the address of Senator Suth­ 
erland. 
Among other things, 
he said: 
“ I believ e in truly representativ e 
gov ernment, not a pure democracy, 
but under the politimi system which 
has been built up gov ernment is not 
truly representativ e and will not be 
until the people hav e power to » make 
it so. 
The initiativ e and referendum 
supersede no state legislature; they 
merely prov ide the people a means of 
securing laws which legislatures re 
fuse to enact and of defeating uude- 
sired laws which legislatures do en­ 
act.

“Senator Sutherland says that when­ 
ev er our present form of representa­ 
tiv e gov ernment prov es ineffectiv e 01 
works badly the fault is not with the 
machine, but with those who are op­ 
erating It; the remedy is for the peo­ 
ple to exercise more care in selecting 
operating agents.’ 
The people hav e 
long tried this remedy; now they will 
try changing nie machinery by pro 
v idlng a few new lev ers, driv e w heels 
and brakes.

Believ es In, Direct Primaries.

petent to chose between Mr. T aft and 
Mr. La Folletto in the coming prima­ 
ries.

More Tha n Thirty Injured, Some of 


Whcm Will Probably Die. 


F ort Wayne, Ind., Aug. 14.—W hen 
the Pennsylvania railroad’s Eight .ecu 
Hour Flyer, while making up lost time, 
ran off the track at 6:30 o’clock Sun­ 
day evening at the western entrance 
of this city, four p ersons were killed 
and more than thirty seriously bur;. 
It is believed at least four or five of 
the inju red will die. 
The sp lendid train of steel cars was 
half destroyed. 
The two massive lo­ 
comotives which were p ulling it at 
sixty miles an hou r are a total wreck. 
The dead: 
Engineer—Thou ght to 
be either Arrick or Berger, buried u n­ 
der wreckage: 
Malone, Peter, Fort 
Wayne, engineer on fiyer; Creigh, \\\, 
F ort Wayne, fireman on flyer; Sny­ 
der ------, believed to have lived in Chi­ 
cago, died in St, Josep hine hosp ital. 
Those in the dining car were thrown 
Into a heap at one end as the train 
left the rails. Someone broke a dining 
car window and the diner filled with 
escap ing steam, cau sing a p anic in 
which men fought the women aside u n­ 
til they could get out themselves. 
The baggage car, smoker, buffet and 
two sleep ers tu rned over in the ditch. 
Most of the injured were seated in the 
diner and sm oker when the accident 
occurred. In leaving the rails the two 
engines p ulling the p assenger train 
sideswip ed a freight train and the 
three engines p iled up In a mass of 
twisted iron. 
By a p eculiar coincidence the eigh­ 
teen-hour flyer was the same train that 
was w recked a week ago Sunday near 
Buffington, Ind., although no one was 
killed. 
Sunday afternoon, a w'eek ago, 
when the train was near Buffington, 
about forty-five minu tes aft or leaving 
Chicago, the tender ju mp ed the track 
while going at full sp eed down the 
grade from the elevated tracks in In­ 
diana Harbor, dragging the engine and 
baggage car from the rails. The em er­ 
gency brakes were ap p lied at once and 
the train stop p ed before any of the 
other cars were damaged.

the 125 p assengers was hurt.

Negro Who Killed a Policema n and 
Then Tried to 
Kill 
Himself Wa s 
Ta ken From Hospital, Bcund to His 
Cot— Fence Rails Were Piled About 
His Body and the Crowd Wa tched 


Awful Work of Flames* 


Ccatesville, Pa., Aug. 14. — Sunday 
night a mob of 400 men battered dowm 
the floors of the Coatesville hosp ital, 
dragged out Ezekiel W alker, a negro, 
charged with killing Sp ecial Police5 
man R(:e Satu rday night, carried him 
half a mile, manacled to his hosp ital 
cot, and bu rned him alive. 
The 
lynching 
wras 
accomp lished 
j 
only after the negro, mad from p ain, 
had leap ed from the blazing p yre built 
over him and tried to escap e, dragging 
the bed by which he was bound by his 
handcuffs. 
A crowd of 2,000 Watched 
the mob leaders beat the man with 
fence rails and force him, shrieking, 
back into the flames. 
Three times he 
bounded up and three times was thru st 
back, until finally the quivering body 
fell into the fire. 
Only then was the 
mob satisfied. The m asked men walk­ 
ed back to the town and a half hou r 
later they had disp ersed as rap idly as 
they had gathered. 
The m u rder of Policeman Rice re­ 
sulted in a search of the cou ntry by a 
p osse which discovered the negro up 
a tree in a woods. 
The negro drew a 
gun, p ut the muzzle in his mouth and 
p ulled the trigger. 
The negro fell to 
the ground. 
He was carried to the 
lock-up and thence to the hosp ital, 
when it was found that his wound was 
not of a fatal character. 
There the 
mob found him. In the corridor of the 
hosp ital Policeman Howe met them 
with a drawn revolver. 
He fired two 
shots, but the mob did not notice it. 
They brushed the p oliceman aside and 
p ushed away the hosp ital attendants, 
who tried to interfere. 
W alker lay help less on his bed in 
the right wing of the hosp ital. 
Intc 
the ward the leaders rushed, other p a 
tlents fainting and scream ing from 
fright. 
Someone p roduced a rop e and 
they tied the shackled negro to his 
cot. winding the rop e abou t his feet 
and u nderneath the bed. Then a score 
of men laid hold of the rop e and ran 
down the corridor. Out of the hosp ital 
they dragged the bed and the negro 
with it. 
W elker couldn’t make an outcry. 
Ills self-inflicted bullet wound in the 
mouth bad made this imp ossible. 
His 
eyes glared bis terror. 
The negro’s 
bed turned and rolled, the manacles 
and rop es digging into his“ flesh. Chief 
of 
Police 
Olmstead 
tried 
to 
rush 
throu gh the crowd to aid Policeman 
Howe, but he was shoved back into 
the street. 
A half mile to the south the men 
with the rop e stop p ed ju st op p osite 
the p lace where Edgar Rice was shot 
the night before. 
The men began to 
scatter in all directions and bring 
fence rails to w'here the negro lay 
bound. 
Others ran here and there 
and brought back armloads of hay and 
straw, which they had p icked up from 
the fields. 
They p iled the hay abou t 
and over the cot and Walker, 
Some­ 
one touched a match to the m attress 
and the. hay w as soon ablaze. 
Then the others p iled fence rails 
over the negro. W alker writhing and 
stru ggling against the shackles that 
bound him to the bed. 
Suddenly he 
gave a Uap out of the blazing hay. 
Before then men about the fire real­ 
ized, W alker had leap ed over the fence 
with the bed bound to his back. 
The 
crowd gave a yell. 
Men with fence 
rails shoved the bod and the negro 
back into the blazing hay. 
Three 
times did the negro try to escap e in 
this manner. 
Each time the men with 
the fence rails shoved him back into 
the fire 
The third time the flesh was 
hanging from the negro’s bones.

The city ’s w ater supply increased 
again y esterday and this > morning 
there was nearly 13 feet of w ater in 
the reserv oir.

In the last few day s, the wells hav e 
not been pumped as much as usual 
as it. was not necessary since sprink ­ 
ling has been prohibited.

m ay or’s order against sprinkling and 
the inspectors hav e not as y et caught 
any one using city w ater for this p ur­ 
pose. 
They hav e turned off sev eral 
residences because they .had been us ­ 
ing the w ater for sprinkling purposes 
without the necessary permit.

and Monon on Chicago train serv ice, 
which will go into effect on August 
27 , will affect 
only one 
through 
train out of four, No. 30, which is 
due here at 
2:14 p. m. 
The 
night 
train serv ice will not be affected, nor 
will the traffic agreement on freight 
be inv olv ed. 
It is not ex pected that 
any other trains will be tak en off by 
the two roads, who had a difference 
of opinion on the one train. 
It was 
first rumored that the break would 
materially affect the local serv ice. 
The break in day light traffic ties, 
so fa r as Chicago busineses is con­ 
cerned, between the Cincinnati, H am ­ 
ilton and Day ton and the Monon will 
cost the two roads about 40,000 per 
annum on mail 
contracts 
between 
Hamilton and Chicago. 
The C. II. & D. mail income from 
the two trains will be affected by the 
break in relations aggregate about 
$16,000, while the Monon which has 
the longer haul, will lose about $24,- 
0 0 0. 
As soon as the break becomes e f­ 
fectiv e, the gov ernment will naturally 
div ert Cineinnati-Chicago mail ov er 
other roads, and it is thought by rail­ 
roaders that the Big Four will be the 
beneficiary , as it has been after this 
business fo r y ears, and 
has made 
ov ertures for it on many occasions. 
It was stated recently , according 
to the Hamilton News-Republican, by 
officials 6f the C. II. & D. that no 
effort will be made to 
handle the 
Chicago 
business 
that 
has been 
handled on train No. 30, which will 
be abandoned in the ev ent that the 
two roads cease traffic arrangements 
on day light train serv ice. 
The Monon, likewise, will cut Cin­ 
cinnati off the map unless it tra ns­ 
fer- Cincinnati business to the B. & 
O. Sontliwesotern at Mitchell, Ind., 
which is not likely , owing to the close 
relations between the B. & O. S. W., 
and the C. ID & D. 
There is*also a 
pos-ibility that this business will be 
handled ov er the Pennsy lv ania. 
The Big Four has not giv en out 
what it intends to do, as it will wait 
for the break to actually take place 
before it mov es.

One of the laws passed was that 
there should be a uniformity of iuter- 
urban cars used for passengers and 
freight traffic in that all should be of 
the same height, weight and dimen­ 
sion-.

their liv es by reason of a light, low 
car meeting a heav y and higher one, 
the greater 
telescoping the

freight, killing the helpless v ictims 
like so many rats in a trap, there be­ 
ing no opportunity fo r any one to es­ 
cape. 
A statute in the laws of 19 11 leg- 
islature declares that ev ery interur- 
ban street car must be prov ided with 
three compartments, 
one 
for the 
ladies, one fo r the smokers and a 
third for baggage. 
Aside from the 
three 
separate 
compartments 
the 
m otorman must be isolated from the 
baggage compartment by a partition. 
This is done to keep any annoy ance 
awaw from the motorman, as it is 
necessary ’ that he giv e his entire a t­ 
tention to the operation of the car to 
better insure the safety of its p as­ 
sengers.
